PROSPERITY IN DIVERSIFICA- 
TION. 


In an address to the cotton farmers 
of the South Mr. Paul M. Potts of 
Natchitoches, La., president of the 
Louisiana division of the Southern Cot- 
ton Association, emphasizes diversifica- 
tion of crops as a sure means of main- 
taining a fair price for cotton. He 
urges farmers to plant hereafter all 
the corn, oats, peavine hay, peas and 
sweet potatoes that they can consume 
on their farm, with some to sell, inas- 
much as that they cannot afford to let 
all the profit that they 
on their cotton go to buy food for them- 


should receive 
selves and their live-stock. He says: 

Immediately begin to use your influence én 
your neighborhood to induce every man who 
grows cotton to strictly adhere to the prin 
ciples of diversified agriculture, which is the 
most important step toward placing our cot 
ton farmers in a state of continuous pros 
perity. Appoint yourself as a committee of 
one to preach the gospel of diversification to 
your neighbors and brother-farmers, always 
impressing upon and pointing out to them 
the fact that every prosperous farmer in any 
community owes his success to the fact that 
he always produces all the feed and food 
crops that his live-stock and family can con 
sume on his own farm, never buying any 
thing that can be raised at home. This plain, 
common-sense business method will bring 
prosperity to any farmer who practices it, 
and the Southern Cotton Association through 
its various State divisions promises to use 
every means at its command to carry on a 
system of education to the end tat all cotton 
farmers of the South will become prosperous 
through diversified agriculture. 

Southern farmers can diversify. In 
the stretch of country from the Potomac 
to the Rio Grande can be raised, not 
only almost exclusively for this country, 
cotton, sugar-cane and rice and a va- 
riety of tropical and subtropical fruits, 
but also any crop that can be raised in 
any other part of the country. Diversi- 
fication is made possible by the vast 
variety of soil and range of climates 
through the wide extent of such a State 
as Texas or the varying altitudes of 
States in the Piedmont section. South- 
ern farmers have diversified and are 
diversifying more and more every year, 
such a policy, while adding year by year 
to the solid wealth of the South, tend- 
ing also to increase the importance of 
cotton as a money crop. Diversification 
has helped to transform cotton-growers 
from debtors into creditors, and thereby 
to place them in a position of independ- 
ence of would-be manipulators of the 
cotton markets. It is not merely un- 
businesslike for a farmer to buy what 
he can raise at home—it is folly. Di- 
versification is its wealth-producing, 
comfort-insuring antithesis.

THE STATE AND INDUSTRIES. 

A proposition is before the legislature 
of Mississippi to amend the constitution 
so as to permit tie State to be a partner 
in the upbuilding of the textile and cot- 
ton-oil industries. The proposed amend- 
ment is to authorize the legislature te 
main- 
tenance and operation of cotton facto- 


provide for the establishment, 


ries or oil mills in any county or sub- 
division of the county with the proceeds 
of a tax levied, in accordance with an 
election to be held for that purpose, 
upon all cotton produced within the 
designated territory each year for 15 
years or less, and for organizing the 
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holders of receipts for such taxes, 
amounting to half a cent a pound on all 
middling lint cotton, and a proportion- 
ate sum on all other grades produced, 
into a corporation to manage and con- 
trol the factory or mill. This is one of 
the most unique propositions bearing 
upon the direct concern of the State 
with private business enterprises ever 
advanced. There are a number of agi- 
tators nursing directly or indirectly 
measures before Southern legislatures 
calculated to cripple Southern indus- 
try, and it may be that this Mississippi 
proposition, from an opposite stand- 
point, is a keen bit of satire upon such 
measures which usually appear with 
philanthropy as their sponsor. The less 
the State has to do with direct partner- 
ship or interference in private under- 
takings of an industrial character the 
better for industry, the better for the 
State and the better for the people of 
the State. 


LOUISIANA IMMIGRATION. 
The businesslike plan under which 
the Louisiana Immigration League has 
gotten to work is already beginning to 
bear practical fruit. In all parts of the 
State local leagues are being formed to 
further the detailed work mapped by 
the State body and to raise the funds 
which will be necessary to carry out a 
broad system of advertising Louisiana’s 
attractions for worthy immigrants of 
all kinds. With such an exhibit in 
Leuisiana it is rather surprising that a 
few individuals in Mississippi and 
South Carolina are to be found setting 
their faces against the incoming of set- 
tlers. That they hardly represent their 
respective States is indicated by the re- 
ception which has been given the propo- 
sition in South Carolina that the immi- 
gration bureau there shall be crippled 
in its operation or abolished entirely, 
and the Mississippi proposition that the 
State should not interest itself in the 
iumpaign for settlers. By some remark- 
able reasoning, or absence of reasoning, 
pponents of immigration have reached 
the conclusion that the present inhabit- 
ants of the State will be deprived of 
pportunities through the incoming of 
settlers.

JAMESTOWN EXPOSITION. 

Mr. C. J. Griffith, No. 404 Benoist 
Building, St. Louis; Mo., commenting 
upon a misconception in his part of the 
country of the scope of the Jamestown 
Exposition at Norfolk in 1907, writes to 
the MANUFACTURERS’ RecorD as follows: 

“If the Jamestown Exposition Co. or 
some one for the company would publish 
to the world that the exposition will be 
held in the suburbs of Norfolk, that it will 
be connected with the city by electric rail- 
ways, that it is but six or seven miles of 
Newport News, Hampton, etc., where vis- 
itors would be taken care of, that Norfolk 
is the headquarters of the Jamestown Ex- 
position Co., that the city has many good 
hotels, and that the whole city could be 
turned into a boarding-house if necessary 
to aceommodate visitors, and if then the 
writer should dwell upon tie good that the 
exposition might accomplish for the unit- 
ing of the North and South, for immigra- 
tion especially to the South Atlantic 
States, a big interest would at once be 
awakened in the great enterprise.

SIZE OF TRADE CATALOGUES. 

For several years past the number of 
publications of a trade nature, such as 
catalogues, descriptive pamphlets, ete., has 
been largely ‘increasing. A considerable 
portion of this literature is not of an 
ephemeral nature, but is of such a char 
acter that manufacturers and other pur- 
chasers of machinery and mechanical sup- 
plies of all kinds find it advisable to file 
the publications for future reference and 
use when it occurs that they have not im- 
mediate need of the products described. 
Many catalogues are more than merely 
catalogues, as they contain information 
that may be of assistance in the conduct 
of industrial enterprises whose managers 
are progressive enough not to be averse to 
obtaining “pointers” from any _ source. 
The time has passed when any one man 
can consistently claim “to know it all,” 
even in the operation of a plant to which 
he may be giving his entire time and most 
earnest attention. This fact is recognized, 
and prompts the discerning man to aid his 
survey of the field of general manufactur- 
ing by reading the mechanical catalogue 
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and various ERED which may aid 
him in promoting the efficiency and econ- 
omy of production in his establishment. 
Now, the chief factor in suggesting these 
remarks is the miscellaneous sizes of these 
catalogues and similar publications. Many 
persons who file such catalogues have 
cause to be annoyed because of their vary- 
ing sizes. These prevent the recipients 
from filing the catalogues and other litera- 
ture in a convenient manner, so as to be 
easily accessible and readily consulted. In 
these publications it. is also usual that 
proper indexing is lacking. If the size, 
the indexing and a logical grouping and 
arrangement of the data were wisely con- 
sidered those who file catalogues for refer- 
ence could save valuable time and the 
manufacturers issuing the catalogues 
would profit in future sales because of 
this convenience. The size of trade litera- 
ture of that character should certainly be 
standard in so far as it is possible to make 
it se. This is a subject which has been 
talked of previously by trade journals at 
various times, and a recent editorial in the 
lron Age calls attention to it and suggests 
that manufacturers’ associations should 
appoint committees to determine what 
shall be the standard classification in one 
size or in two, three or possibily four sizes 
to cover almost all publications. There 
would, of course, be some exceptions neces- 
sary and advisable.

“Personally, I am much inclined against 
the proposition of issuing bonds, but I do 
think that much more liberal appropria- 
tions ought to be made for river and har- 
bor improvements. The tremendous com- 
merce of this nation, both domestic and 
foreign, is entitled to much greater con- 
sideration than is given to it, and instead 
of appropriating about $30,000,000 every 
two years for cheaper transportation by 
way of improved rivers and harbors, this 
nation ought to appropriate at least $50,- 
000,000 each year for such work, and Con- 
gress would do it if a public sentiment 
throughout the country could be awakened 
demanding it. The trouble is that the 
general opinion seems to be that the river 
and harbor bill is simply a_log-rolling 
measure, while, on the contrary, no appro- 
priation bill in the House of Representa 
tives is given such careful consideration 
in its preparation as is the river and har- 
bor bill and no items are so closely scanned 
as to their merits. If the people living 
away from the rivers and harbors of the 
country could fully realize the benefit 
which accrues to them by reason of better 
terminal facilities and cheaper transpor- 
tation of their products by reason of bet- 
ter harbors and navigable rivers they 
would be as enthusiastic for river and 
harbor improvements as any class of peo- 
ple in the country. Furthermore, the 
small appropriations render it impossible 
to prosecute works undertaken with that 
economy to the government which is 
greatly to be desired.

A $3,000,000 Water-Power Company. 

A big water-power merger was effected 
at Columbus, Ga., during the past week. 
It is of considerable importance in con- 
nection with the great activity now pre- 
vailing in the development of Southern 
water-powers to transmit energy by elec- 
tricity, and will be of great assistance to 
the established manufacturing industries 
of Columbus and its surrounding territory, 
as well as attracting many new manufac- 
turing plants. The new company is 
known as the Columbus Electric Co., and 
it is a holding corporation which will 
transfer the various properties acquired 
to the Columbus Power Co., which has ap- 
plied for incorporation with an authorized 
capital stock of $3,000,000, of this amount 
$1,850,000 being paid in. 
will include the North Highlands power 


The properties 


plant and riparian rights of the present 
Columbus Power Co., the property of the 
Chattahoochee Falls Co. north of Colum- 
bus and that of the Coweta Power Co., 
extending for some miles on the Chatta- 
hoochee river in Harris and Muscogee 
counties. A total of 75,000 horse-power 
is reported as effected by the falls of the 
river along the properties controlled by 
the new corporation. It is the intention to 
develop all the powers to the utmost as 
rapidly as is necessitated by the demand, 
and there will be at once erected a steam 
plant to furnish 3000 horse-power as a 
supplement to the North Highlands power 
plant. After this power is contracted 
for construction work will begin at Clapp’s 
Factory to develop 15,000 horse-power. 
Plans and specifications for the dam 
needed will be prepared at once. It is 
understood that the incorporators of the 
new Columbus Power Co. are the local 
representatives of Messrs. Stone & Web- 
ster of Boston, Mass., who are largely in- 
terested in industrial enterprises through- 
out the country, including the South. 
Their electrical engineers, Messrs. R. A. 
Philips and J. F. Vaughn of Boston, have 
been in Columbus during the week in com- 
pany with the firm’s attorneys and repre- 
sentatives completing the arrangements 
for this consolidation of enterprises. 

The manufacturers and business men 
generally of Columbus are elated that this 
deal has been finally effected, as it will be 
largely instrumental in expanding their 
city’s industrial interests in all branches 
of activity. Further details will doubtless 
be made public in the near future. Mr. 
George J. Baldwin of Savannah, Ga., is 
president of the three Columbus compa- 
nies in this project. It may also be added 
that a large paper mill and several other 
industries are already contemplated as a 
result of the merger.

‘To meet this increasing demand, 
and without regard to the future’s require- 
ments, prodigal waste prevails in produc- 
tion methods, forests are decimated and re- 
production rendered impossible. The 
source of supply being thus with unfailing 
regularity diminished, it would appear 
that it is but a question of a few years 
when the production of American naval 
stores on a commercial scale will have be- 
come a thing of the past, our immediate 
posterity being destined to witness the col- 
lapse of a great industry and the first to 
feel its loss. 

There has been considerable work of a 
practical nature accomplished, due to the 
intervention of the United States govern- 
ment, and with the object of instilling 
principles of economy in the minds of pine- 
timber owners and naval-stores producers, 
but what has been accomplished merely 
postpones the inevitable period of the ob- 
literation of this great industry unless fur- 
ther steps of a more promising and perma- 
nently practical nature be introduced and 
rigidly carried out. We have the example 
of the French, who have successfully mas- 
tered the difficulty by avoiding the danger 
of their naval-stores supply source run- 
ning out. 

As already mentioned, the danger that 
confronts the American naval-stores in- 
dustry is not the possibility of a lack of 
demand. Statistics show that the demand 
is increasing at a heavy percentage, and 
as production grows scarce naval-stores 
prices soar accordingly. The problem to 
be solved, therefore, is to make provision 
for an adequate and permanent supply of 
naval-stores products, both for domestic 
and foreign consumption. The assurance 
of a fair demand for naval-stores products, 
with the prospect of a commensurate and 
permanent supply, would have the effect 
of modifying prices, fluctuations would 
cease, and as a resultant side issue much 
of the material which finds its way to the 
open market in the form of adulterated 
turpentines and substitites would have to 
seek some other channel for distribution. 
Varnish and paint manufacturers, even 
for cheap-grade goods, would cease to use 
them, their preference being in every in- 
stance, at Jeast under normal conditions, 
the genuine rosin turpentine. Regarding 
the latter, however, it may be opportune 
to observe that the turpentine obtained by 
means of the application of scientific 
methods in the destructive distillation of 
wood serves all practical purposes in paint 
and varnish making, as in the case of the 
rosin turpentine. The European and Eng- 


lish paint and varnish makers understand 





this thoroughly, and in this respect it must 
be admitted they are better informed than 
Within the past few 
days I examined a sample of turpentine 


the American trade. 


produced from cut wood, and found it in 
every respect, not only from a superficial 
examination, but as a result of several 
practical tests, equal to the product ob- 
tained in the distillation of gum from the 
living tree. Its solvent power is equal, 
its gravity is identical, and it dries quickly 
and makes as good varnish as that from 
the rosin turpentine. In conjunction with 
boiled linseed oil as a paint base it works 
freely, with admirable covering power, and 
as far as can be learned differs in no de- 
gree from the virtues of rosin turpentine 
excepting in odor. The objection to the 
use of this valuable product on the part of 
American consumers of turpentine is not 
well founded, and it would appear that it 
is simply a question of educating the 
American varnish and paint manufacturer 
intrinsic 


and every-day painter to the 


value of wood turpentine. There is one 
point, however, which producers of wood 
turpentine must not lose sight of—that is, 
the production and marketing of a uniform 
quality of turpentine. The samples I ex- 
amined were clear, uniform in quality and 
free from oil and poisonous acids. The 
paint and varnish trades demand this. 
The samples referred to were manufac- 
cured by the Pine Product Co., Savannah. 
This firm has producing plants and refin- 
eries at Shearwood, Collins and Savan 
nah, Ga. Under the company’s special 
processes the refineries turn out 2,000,000 
spirits of 


gallons of refined turpentine 


yearly, besides a large quantity of tar, 
creosote and other by-products. The re- 
fining plant is situated on the Seaboard 
Air Line system, running to deep water at 
the port of Savannah, thus facilitating 
the transportation of the crude material 
from interior points and exportation of 
the refined spirits. Manager Malonee of 
the Pine Product Co. of 
every gallon of 


Savannah in- 
formed the writer that 
their wood turpentine is exported, a ready 
market being obtained in Great Britain 
and Europe. The price realized is about 
three cents below that of rosin turpentine. 
But I have digressed. 

The demand for turpentine is increasing 
in Great Britain at the rate of about 4 
per cent., and easily 10 per cent. in the 
United States.

The assurance, therefore, 
uninterrupted demand for naval- 
stores products for many industries at all 
seasons of the year, increasing and contin- 
uous, with the incidental revenue in the 
form of profit attached thereto, should, 
from a mere business standpoint, empha- 
size the necessity of speedy action with 
the object of protecting and perpetuating 
the production of naval stores in the 
South. 

Under executive management, with the 
reasonable assurance of a fixed supply, 
prices could be readily controlled and fluc- 
tuations such as occur frequently under 
existing conditions obviated, and the use 
of adulterated turpentine and substitutes 
lessened, if not altogether abandoned.

Mr. C. B. Townsend of Jacksonville,

“What is popularly known as the west 
ern territory embraces all of the long-leaf 
pine belt tributary to Mobile, Ala.; Gulf 
port, Miss., and New Orleans, La.

“IT have not gone over the district thor 
oughly as yet, but have no hesitation in 


saying that, in my opinion, there are to

“Most of this timber is of superb qual 
ity, and the average ‘crop’ of boxes in our 
territory occupies a less number of acres 
than in the eastern belt. In other words,

out not exceeding 2500 acres. 

“Prices for timber are what you would 
consider very high, and many operators 
from your section have been all over the 
western territory looking for locations, 
ind have returned home without securing 
any. The prices asked for timber lands 
range from $15 to $30 per acre, and that 
causes the ordinary every-day turpentine 
operator to have an attack of heart failure. 
Values there are largely, almost entirely, 
based upon ‘stumpage’ per acre, the mill 
or lumber busizess predominating in im- 
portance over the turpentine proposition. 


Again, a large proportion of the stand 
ing timber is at the present time unavail- 
able for turpentine purposes, being owned 
and controlled by lumber firms and syndi- 
eates who have either refused outright or 
who have not yet decided to have their 
pines boxed and bled for turpentine. 
“We are glad to say, however, that we 
find a gratifying change of sentiment in 
this direction, as a good deal of ‘mission- 
ary work’ has been going on in our section 
among the landowners, and we note with 
pieasure that a large amount of additional 
timber is going on the market every year. 
“Just as some of your large and influ- 
ential mill concerns like the Cummer Lum- 
ber Co. of Jacksonville, Fla.; East Coast 
Lumber Co. of Watertown, Fla.; Stearns 
of Bagdad, Fla.;

Jackson Lumber Co. 
and the Horseshoe Lumber Co, 
Falls, Ala., have all decided on turpentin- 
ing their magnificent and extensive hold 
ings, so we find many large lumbermen 
over there beginning to either engage in 
the naval-stores business themselves or to 
lease their pines to operators. 

“As a matter of fact, gentlemen, every 
pine tree standing will some day be needed 
in perpetuating the turpentine industry. 
\lso, as a cold business proposition, values 
of pine lands have now reached such a 
level and the investment of capital in a 
large tract is now so heavy that the own- 
ers really cannot afford to convert their 
trees into lumber unbled or unboxed.

“By far tie greater portion of the tur- 
pentine and rosin produced in the western 
district is sold at the stills and stations in 
the interior. The receipts at the three 
ports represent but a small per cent. of 
the actual production.” 

Regarding the general condition of the 
naval-stores industry in the United States, 
referring to producers and distributors or 


selling interests, harmony prevails. Mu 


tual interests have brought this about. A 
similar motive should prove an incentive 
for a united effort to bring about a revolu- 


tion in the methods of orcharding, to

A number of 
years must elapse before the results, which

The conditions under which this extra- 
ordinary product is obtained from a mine 
that has not yet needed to advance beyond 
the stage of a hand-jig proposition are 
worth telling. “In each instance,” says 
Temple Chapman, “our shafts have gone 
down a short distance from a drill hole, 
and the second shaft went to the ore level 
without finding the same results as the 
drilling indicated. But after the cribbing 
at the bottom of the shaft was completed 
the miners, as usual, proceeded to cut a 
doorway for a drift and had not gone two 
feet away from the shaft when they went 
into what has proven to be an immense 
deposit of solid lead.

It would be safe to say that, taking into 
account the fluctuation of prices and the 
factor of general expense, the net profits 
from three mills of this description would 
aggregate approximately $1,000,000 per 
annum. 

These mills are to be equipped with the 
most improved machinery and driven by 
electrical power, which will be furnished 
by a Diesel engine plant. This will be an 
ideal system, as the close proximity of the 


Duenweg district to the Kansas oil dis- 
tricts insures oil at a very low price. 
There is absolutely no doubt in the 


minds of Western miners but that as the 
number of mills in the Duenweg and Car- 
tersville districts increase and their pro- 
ductive capacities approach that of the 
Joplin district these two younger districts 
will far outstrip Joplip as a producer of 
high-grade lead and jack, and at present 
these ores are in such demand and prices 
hold so firm that it is only a question of 
months before new mills of high capacity 
will be in operation.

expect shortly to find that the production 
of Great Britain, instead of continuing to 
increase, will become stationary. It is in- 
deed fortunate for England that the im- 
mense coal fields of America are separated 
from England by so many thousand miles.

Highly Prosperous Condition of the 
Com pany—Proposed Improvements. 





The annua! report of the Northern Cen- 
tral Railway Co. for the year ended De- 
cember 31 last shows a highly prosperous 
condition of the There was a 
large increase in the earnings of the com- 
pany both and freight 
traffic, and while the expenses, notably 
for way, structures and 
equipment, were so heavy as to more than 
offset the increase in the earnings, the in-

such an extent as to show a gain of very 
nearly $100,000 in the gross income and 
of more than $160,000 in the net income. 

The gross earnings of the company were 
$10,531,962, an increase of $357,438 as 
compared with 1904; the earnings from 
freight were $8,191,900, an increase of 
$196,976, and from passenger traffic they 
were $1,858,241, an increase of $123,869. 
The earnings from express traffic, trans- 
portation of mails and from miscellaneous 
sources all showed gains. 

There were spent for maintenance of 
way and structures $1,444,264, an increase 
of $351,299, and for maintenance of equip- 
ment $2,109,370, an increase of $218,607, 
the company continuing its policy of work- 
ing to bring the property up to the high- 
est state of efficiency. Out of the net in- 
come for the which amounted to 
$2,238,787, the company paid two divi- 
dends of 4 per cent. each, or 8 per cent. 
for the year, the usual rate. The amount 
to the credit of profit and loss increased 
from $3,506,776 to $3,571,352 during the 
year. 

It is noted that the 
freight earnings was due to larger ship- 
ments of all classes of freight excepting 
bituminous coal. 

The company expended over $30,000 
for the extension of its four-track system 
from Baltimore to Mt. Vernon, $242,739 
for a similar extension of four-track sys- 
tem from Wago Junction to Falls Yard, 
and $875,158 for the extension of four- 
track system from New Cumberland to 
Enola, including new line to Bridgeport. 
Other items of extraordinary expenditures 
were for one-fourth the cost of the Enola 
yards, elimination of grade crossings, tele- 
phone and telegraph lines, power plant at 
the Baltimore shops, interlocking switches, 
etc. The company also rebuilt its grain 
elevator at Baltimore, the old building 
having been destroyed by fire.

For the present year it is proposed to 
build a new passenger station at Balti- 
more in connection with the Philadelphia, 
Baltimore & Washington Railroad Co., the 
building being intended for their joint use. 
It is also proposed to build a belt line 
around Baltimore for moving through 
freight, such an improvement having be- 
come necessary to relieve the congestion 
on the lines in Baltimore, which, unless 
relieved, will soon be taxed beyond their 
capacity. The belt line will then permit 
the present tracks to be used only for pas- 
senger trains and for such freight traffic 
as belongs to Baltimore alone.

Lumbermen in Session. 

Lumber manufacturers of the Gulf and 
coast States, representing both the Yellow 
Pine Manufacturers’ Association and the 
Georgia Interstate Saw-Mill Association, 
held a meeting at the St. Andrews Hotel, 
Mobile, Ala., last week. Vice-President 
William B. Stillwell of the Georgia Inter- 
state Saw-Mill Association was chosen 
chairman, and expressed the opinion that 
it was advisable for the mill men of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Georgia and Florida to 
organize for the purpose of adopting a uni- 
form system of grading, as well as for ex- 
port trade. Following Mr. Stillwell, Geo. 
KX. Smith, secretary of the Yellow Pine 
Manufacturers’ Association, outlined his 
ideas as to the inspection of yellow pine, 
stating that there should be but three sys- 
tems of inspection, namely, that in use by 
the Yellow Pine Association for interior 
trade, that of the Georgia Interstate Saw- 
Mill Association for coastwise trade, and 
the classification of the Yellow Pine Man- 
ufacturers’ Association for export trade. 
Speeches along the same line were made 
by Messrs. N. D. McClure of Wagar, Ala. ; 
Fk. E. Waymer, Jacksonville, Fla., and W. 
A. Shipman of Brushy, Miss. Committees 
on price-list and inspection were ap- 
pointed, the latter submitting the follow- 
ing report, which was adopted : 

“Your committee on inspection recom- 
mends that the rules of the Georgia Inter- 
state Saw-Mill Association be adopted Dy 
all manufacturers as applying to coastwise 
shipments, and that inasmuch as no change 
can be made in the export rules of the 
Yellow Pine Manufacturers’ Association 
before the next annual meeting of said 
association, that said rules be indorsed and 
adopted by manufacturers as applying to 
all export shipments, and that a joint com- 
mittee of both associations above men- 
tioned be appointed to meet at the semi- 
annual meeting of the Yellow Pine Asso- 
ciation for the purpose of formulating a 
classification adapted to the requirements 
of the export and coastwise trades.” 

The report of the price-list committee 
recommended that a list be issued, which 
could be used by both sections, of the 
grades sold to local, coastwise or Eastern 
trade. Their report Was adopted with an 
amendinent providing for the appointment 
of a committee among the coastwise man- 
ufacturers to get information from mills 
not represented and to report to the meet- 
ing of the Georgia Interstate Saw-Mill 
Association to be held at Jacksonville, 
Fla., this week. This committee was ap- 
pointed as follows: G. M. Luce, W. A. 
Shipman, A. W. Ranney, W. W. Cleve- 
land, J. H. Kennedy, A. J. Buckwalter 
and J. F. Wilder of the Yellow Pine Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, and F. E. Way- 
mer, A. G. Cummer, W. H. Graham, R. 
H. Paul, E. C. Harrell and W. VY. Still- 
well of the Georgia Interstate Saw-Mill

Shipments of Yellow Pine. 

Reports issued by the Yellow Pine 
Clearing-House, from which the American 
Lumberman of St. Louis has prepared a 
very interesting summary, show that dur- 
ing 1905 an average of 213 mills each 
month shipped %,311,772,731 feet and pro- 
duced 3,229,079,845 feet, drawing on 
stocks on hand te the extent of 82,692,886 
feet. The decrease for 1904 amounted to 
45,785,503 feet, while for the years 1903 
and 1902 there were increases, respec- 
tively, of 38,155,250 and 65,136,148 feet. 
In the matter of shipments to the several 
States and Territories which received 
more than 100,000,000 feet, Missouri re- 





ceived a total of 348,691,639 feet; Texas, 
329,750,436 feet; Illinois, 319,982,100 
feet; Kansas, 236,142,828 feet; Indiana, 
173,545,137 feet: Oklahoma and Indian 
Territories, 148,882,421 feet; Ohio, 129,- 
451,164 feet, and Nebraska, 119,946,306 
feet. Of the lumber used in the States in 
which it was manufactured, for the year 
1905 there was an aggregate of 255,000,000 
feet, as compared with an aggregate of 
280,000,000 feet used in 1904. The de- 
crease in 1905 is not regarded as an indi- 
eation that the local use of lumber is de- 
creasing, as reports from all States show 
an increase in local trade, but is due rather 
to local conditions affecting the trade in 
1904. Statements from 129 mills show 
the total stock at these points to be 463,- 
035,141 feet. The number of mills in each 
State from which reports were received, 
with the total stock at each plant, is as 
follows: Missouri 1 mill, total stock 21,- 
836,222 feet: Arkansas 26 mills, total 
stock 95,482,428 feet: 
total stock 114,317,438 feet; 
33 mills, total stock 159,378,261 feet ; Mis- 
sissippi 18 mills, total stock 31,335,525 
feet; Alabama 19 mills, total stock 25,- 
329,807 feet ; Georgia and Florida 8 mills, 
total stock 17,353,460 feet. Manufactur 
ers state that much of the stock held by

Second-Growth Pine. 

Expressing his opinion as to the value 
of second-growth pine for different pur 
poses, the Columbus (Ga.) Hnquirer-Sun 
reports Col. W. L. Tillman of that city 
as of the belief that it is superior to the 
first growth of the timber for interior 
uses and can be used with equal advan 
tage for exterior work, as it takes paint 
well and when so treated will stand ex 
posure to rain as well as the original 
growth. Capt. T. E. Blanchard, presi- 
dent of the Fourth National Bank of Co 
lumbus, Ga., is also of the opinion that it 
is valuable for many purposes, and is 
quoted as saying: 

“The despised second-growth pine is go- 
ing to bring great fortunes to Georgians. 
Just a few years ago this was regarded as 
almost valueless except as fuel, but a 
change has taken place and the second 
growth pine is actually rising in the esti- 
mation of the public. In the first place, 
the original timber is being exhausted very 
rapidly, and in a short time all of it in 
this part of the country will be gone. 
Second-growth pine will be the only kind 
obtainable, and you are going to see the 
value go right up. This wood is splendid 
for interior purposes. It is soft and white, 
and can be used to fine advantage. Just 
so it is protected from the weather it 
holds its own as long as the original 


timber.”

“I think we are beginning to get the 
serious attention of those whose interests 
are involved, and also of Congress. Peo- 
ple have not generally appreciated the ex- 
tent to which important interests are in- 
volved in this matter of preserving the 
forests. The streams are much more sub- 
ject to fall floods and droughts than they 
formerly were. This injures the farming 
interest and also destroys to a degree the 





value of the streams for water-power and 
irrigation. The immense interests in fur- 
niture in this State are very much in- 
volved. Their continuance for 10 or 20 
years will be wholly dependent upon get- 
ting a system of forestry under way. The 
preservation of forests, you know, is not 
alone in keeping the present forests intact, 
but of getting out good timber and plant- 


ing new trees. 


Big Saw-Mill Probable. 

A plan that is regarded as entirely feas- 
ible by its promoters for the development 
of the large timber belt in the Sierra 
Madre mountains in Mexico has been 
brought to the attention of the Chamber 
of Commerce of FE] Paso, Texas. Mr. Mel 
Wormer of Casa Grande, State of Sonora, 
Mexico, it is stated, has been in consulta- 
tion with a number of Northern capital- 
ists who are prepared to organize a com 
pany with him for the purpose of estab 
lishing a saw-mill plant at El Paso to 
employ from 200 to 300 men in its opera- 
tion.

“While the specific heat of superheated 
steam is not constant at varying tempera- 
tures. it is less than half that of water; 
therefore, the heat that one

“If we superheat saturated steam at 150 
pounds pressure to 150 degrees F.. we in-

SOUTHERN CITY INDUSTRIAL NOTES 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers’ Record.] 


Augusta, Ga., February 19. 
Within a radius of 50 miles of Augusta prob- 
ably as great a variety of valuable clays can 
be obtained as in any other section of equal 


area anywhere. Kaolin, which has manifold 


and constantly-increasing uses, is present in 
enormous quantities in Bath county, six miles 


from Augusta. It is being mined largely, 


several of the properties having been in oper- 
ation for 15 years. Ochre of a superior qual- 
ity and a variety of colors—yellow, gray, red 
and purple—is mined and prepared for mar- 
ket at a point five miles west of Augusta. 
of the mines are 14 miles from the 
city. A $250,000 plant for making sewer pipe, 
vitrified brick, fire-brick, etc., has recently 
been completed on the Georgia Railway, 22 
miles west of here, in the center of mining 
posibilities for the crude material. Here 
fire-clay, plastic clay and shale are found of 
superior quality and peculiarly adapted for 
manufacturing vitrified brick and other 
products, such as fire-brick and earthenware 
of various types. There are also great quan- 
tities of fuller’s earth and china clay in the 
vicinity of Augusta. Asbestos has been dis- 
covered on the lands of Mr. O’Connor of the 
O’Connor-Scheers Paint Manufacturing Co. 
As an Indication of the value of the deposits 
Mr. O'Connor informed me that his store re- 
tails the dry colors to local painters. When 
mixed with linseed oil and suitable dryers 
this gives satisfaction in regular painting. 
The big brick plant above mentioned is 
owned by the Georgia Vitrified Brick & Clay 
Co., of which Frank R. Clark is president 
and Mr. O’Connor is a director. Paper 
manufacturers and others interested in kaolin 
should investigate the possibilities here in 
this line.
